Update on Canada’s Same Sex 
Marriage 


Same-sex marriage experienced a 
significant setback on January 28th of 
this year, when Justice Minister Irwin 
Cotler announced that the federal 
government would be adding an 
additional question to their reference to 
the Supreme Court. Cotler claimed that 
the government was committed to 
protecting the equality of same-sex 
questions despite asking the Supreme 
Court whether it would be compatible 
with the Charter of Rights and Freedoms 
to exclude such couples from civil 
marriage. “Canadians for Equal 
Marriage” spokesperson Bob Gallagher 
called the move an unnecessary delay and 
expressed fear that the question “opens 
the door government to backtrack on 
introducing legislation to give same-sex 
couples access to civil marriage.” 


Mass Gay Marriage 


Australians held what organizers believe 
to be the world's largest mass gay same- 
sex commitment ceremony last month. 
300 couples 
publicly 
declared their 
love as part of 
Melbournes' 
Misumma Gay 
and Lesbian 
Festival. Jason 


Adrian Tuazon 
were among the 
couples to 
participate in 
the ceremony. The couple were already 
legally married in a civil ceremony in 
Canada and are now pursing a court 
challenge to have the Australian 
government recognize their union. 


Diversity Training in Saskatoon 


A step forward was taken in Saskatoon 
February 16th when the Saskatoon police 
announced plans to have ever member of 
its force receive diversity training. An 
inquiry into the death of Neil Stonechild 
found Saskatoon's Aboriginal community 
felt fear and distruct for the police force. 
The inquiry follows links between the 
deaths of several Aboriginal men and the

Saskatoon police force. The training will 
include the sharing of stories from the 
Aboriginal community and some 
prominent immigrant groups. The force 
will also hear stories from the gay and 
lesbian community in the hopes that 
police officers will develop empathy and 
an ability to patrol with an appreciation of 
diversity.

New HIV Vaccine Trials Begin 


Meanwhile, in Germany scientists have 
begun a human trial of a new HIV 
vaccine. Known as tgAACO09, the 
vaccine was developed by Seattle-based 
Targeted Genetics Corp. and the 
Columbus Children's Research Institute. 
Initial testing will 
determine whether 
the vaccine is safe 
and whether it 
produces immune 
responses. If it is 
successful, then 
the second and 
third phases would 
be carried out in 
developing 
countries. 50 
volunteers at 
clinics in Bonn and Hamburg and 2 
hospitals in Belgium will participate in 
the initial rounds of testing. New-York 
based International AIDS Vaccine 
Initiative, which is backing the tests, 
estimates that some 30 HIV vaccine tests 
are already under way worldwide.

eople often talk about the changes that have happened to the gay bar scene over 

the past twenty years or so. Most of those stories are tales of decline. Bars aren't 
what they were. The crowds aren't as big, etc. There seem to be several causes for 
this. One is that bars aren't the only social or cruising venue anymore. Baths, peeps, 
and all the phone and online chat systems make it easy to hook up with guys for fun 
or friendship without ever setting foot inside a gay bar. Another reason is that as gay 
people are more and more accepted by mainstream hetero society, they can go be 
themselves at almost any bar. They can choose bars based on music, crowd, event, 
etc, and not just based on the fact that it's a gay bar. 


Has the proliferation of these alternatives rendered gay bars obsolete? I don't think so, 
and I surely hope not. But perhaps if the gay bar scene is suffering, there is the need to 
rethink what gay bars are about. Are they places designed for cruising? For dancing? For 
drinking? For quiet conversation? For some combo thereof? What should bars do to 
make them more palatable? What should change to get more people into them, more 
often? 


To do this column, I asked these questions not only of people at the bar, but on various 
chats and forums, and got a good variety of answers. Of course, some of those answers 
were to be expected, ie. “Get rid of all the gossipy faggy flamey guys”. Once I specified 
that I was looking for practical, constructive suggestions, I managed to compile a few 
ideas, and here they are. 


Of course, people always have complaints 
or concerns about bar staff, thinking bar 
staff are too cliquey, too crabby, or just 
downright unpleasant. Having worked at 
gay bars, I understand this one from both 
sides, but it is something for bar 
management to keep an eye on. 


Bars should be non-smoking, or if 
notnon-smoking, at least decent 
ventilation to prevent the cloud of smoking 
from clogging lungs and lingering in hair 
and clothes. 


Bars need to be better maintained, 
and should keep in mind wheelchair access- 


en a Bars need a stronger Internet presence.

and go for different paint jobs and 
carpeting. The look of gay bars needs a 
complete re-vamping. Metallic seemed to 
be the biggest replacement for dark; no 
one wanted to go pastel (hello, gay men 
do have taste). 


Weekly shows and events need to 
be re-examined, and they need to start 
at the time they're advertised. This one got 
to me a bit. Everyone wanted different 
kinds of shows, but when I pressed them, 
no one really came up with any. The 
closest was featuring live local talents 
over drag queens and/or ‘professional’ 
amateur strippers. No one seemed to want 
drag shows scrapped, but many did want 
to see flashier production work.

Bar websites 
featuring drink specials, events, pictures 
of the club all need to be implemented and 
kept current. A few people even suggested 
bringing in high-speed internet terminals, 
as another draw for customers. 


A lot of people did suggest that bars 
should do more to promote safer sex. 
Most people didn't know where to find 
condoms or lube at bars. Posters broad- 
casting safer sex as a must, as well as 
condoms and lube being available to 
customers who managed to score, are 
socially responsible to do. Whether you 
want to admit it or not, prudes notwith- 
standing, gay bars are still venues for

fuck banter, still constitutes "casual sex". 
One suggestion was to broadcast the 
drag and strip shows on the TVs 
throughout most bars. Or online. 


Of course, people suggested Scrapping 
cover charges and membership fees, 
many saying they'd have more money to 
spend at the bar. When I asked how the 
bars were paying for these reno's while 
decreasing revenue, people acknowledged 
that gay bars generally have cheaper 
drinks than straight counterparts, so 
there's a willingness to pay more for 
drinks in lieu of cover charges. 


People felt that gay bars should 
work together to keep gay people in 
gay businesses. They understand the 
competition thing, but a lot felt that the 
biggest competition is straight bars. 
Moreover, advertising themselves and 
their special events beyond traditional gay 
media may entice some of those closeted 
boys we all love to check out the venues. 
And of course, music. Everyone bitches 
about music, and everyone can never 
be pleased. Personally, I like gay bar 
music just fine. And it's my column, so

he biggest challenge in the queer scene is being seen. Jump 

out of that queer melting pot, and remember that we are an 
invisible minority unless we draw attention to ourselves. It is 
very easy to get lost in the vast array of sub-cultures and kinks 
that make this community what it is. There are so many different 
organisations, bars, bookstores, social clubs, and cliques that 
sometimes it is hard to know where to turn. Don't despair 
however; I am not throwing you one of my usual jabs of cynicism. 
Being vibrant and diverse is important. The scene is important! 
Even the silly and seemingly superficial is okay as long as there 
is perspective and balance. There is a reason why our roots are in 
the bars. We started out in dark corners, but our community has 
expanded beyond that. Part of that expansion 
means embracing new mediums of communi- 
cation, different social events, and a more 
visible culture. 


The lesbian 
scene is a 
complex beast.

he hetero-assumption - 

that annoying thing 
that occurs in the straight 
world, where everyone 
assumes that everyone else 
is straight. It's subtle, but 
it's always there. You get a 
new job and in making 
conversation, your new 
coworkers ask you if you have an opposite-sex partner (using 
gender-specific words like girlfriend or husband). It's just 
assumed that you're straight. If you do have an opposite-sex 
partner, then you absolutely must be straight, right? That 
assumption is made both in and out of the GLBT scene. The 
GLBT community also has it's own homo-assumption. With the 
influx of straight people going to ‘our' bars and events, there is 
more awareness that not all the people around you in those envi- 
ronments are gay. However, this doesn't seem to transcend to a 
bisexual acknowledgement. For whatever reason, if you aren't 
straight, then you must be gay, and vice-versa. While I was 
perceived as a woman dating a woman, it was assumed that I was 
a lesbian all though I never once used that label. I had to 
constantly ‘out’ myself within the GLBT community because the 
gay assumption was so strong. When I came out about my gender- 
identity, there were some people who struggled with it. Because I 
dated women in the community, the fact that I am dating a man 
seems to be an even larger struggle for some. It appears to not 
have mattered how many times I 'informed' and 'corrected' people 
regarding my sexuality. The gay assumption remained. I've been 
assumed as a straight woman, lesbian, and now a gay man. The 
assumptions do not cease. We call it the GLBT community but I 
don't believe anyone really feels that is a correct image. Being of 
the latter two '‘letters', it feels much more like the GLbt 
community. We as 'B's and 'T'’s are seen as add-ons or 
supplements and sometimes even as fairy tales. As 'B's, we come 
to the community because we identify with it; with having a 
sexuality other than hetero, with being attracted to people of our 
own gender, with being discriminated against, ostracized, and 
sometimes even marginalized. Our 'brethren' do not always greet 
and embrace us with open arms. Although we may not be the 
loudest, or the largest in number, we are a part of this community. 
We embrace the diversity of the community and of ourselves and 
look to the other colours to let us in and let us play. We want to 
be acknowledged. We want to be valued. We want to be given the 
opportunity to contribute to the community that we so strongly 
desire to be a part of. We want an end to the assumptions of being 
gay or straight, of fence-sitting, or of being confused about our 
sexuality. We want to be recognized as truly included in this, our 
own community. V

In 2000, due to the unfortunate circum- 
stances that plagued a party called 
Ascension held at Edmonton's Sportex 
Arena (seizures and a couple of drug 
overdoses), the city needed to take a look at 
the scenario in regards to the all night 
dance party or "'rave'' scene that at the 
time was beginning to hit it's zenith. This 
included the afterhours clubs that also had 
been around and were just as much of a 
part of Edmonton's colorful nightlife. A 
promise was made to work together with the 
community to try and come up with a solution 
that would satisfy all parties, including business 
owners who complained about the noise levels, 
graffiti and crime levels in that area. What 
seemed like a rational compromise was 
introduced in the Spring of 2001 with the new 
rave bylaw which set parameters for 
promoters and club owners, and tried to 
address some of the concerns in regards to the 
situation. However before all of that could be 
approved some additions were made by city 
council which would have had the party end at 
3 a.m. for everyone at these parties/clubs. It 
was at that time the Right To Dance organiza- 
tion was mobilized and in 
June 2001, a _ peaceful 
demonstration of close to 
5000 people converged on 
city hall. Not only were 
people fighting for the 
right to dance in a controlled and safe space 
till the wee hours of the morning, but they 
were also fighting for everyone else's rights 
as well. Not only would this have affected 
the rave/afterhours scene, but this also would 
have affected numerous concerts, festivals 
and other events in the city as well, including 
gay pride events. Luckily for us the rave 
bylaw passed without all the extras and 
everyone breathed a huge sigh of relief. 


But it almost seemed that after that point the 
scene stopped caring. The scene that was 
based on peace, love, unity and respect disin- 
tegrated under the wash of crystal metham- 
phetamine. Attendance dropped at the 
afterhours, and to make matters, there were a

lot of harsher restrictions around the parties 
which made it almost a nightmare to throw 
one. Because of the amounts of money 
promoters were losing, the idea of doing a 
party just wasn't feasible anymore. Most 
events just moved back into the afterhours. 


Now it's nearly three years later and the 
bylaw is nowhere near perfect and still 
restrictive. Edmonton's Downtown 
association and mayor Bill Smith are back at 
it, feeding dangerous propaganda to people 
and businesses in the core of Edmonton that 
the afterhours scene is once again to blame 
for all of the noise and pollution and 
problems that are visible. What really 
bothers/upsets me the most about this is that 
shutting down the clubs at 3 a.m. is only a 
quick fix to a bigger problem. What people 
and these businesses don't realize is that a lot 
of these problems were there before the 
afterhours were, especially graffiti and drugs. 
While some people do take chemical 
substances at these places, one only has to 
look to a regular hours bar to find their law- 
abiding establishment rife with them. A lot of 
the problems that the business community is 
pointing out as byproducts of the afterhours 
scene were around long before the afterhours 
scene was. 


Being in both the afterhours scene and the 
gay scene, it's not a surprise that a lot of 
queer folk frequent these clubs. For a lot of 
people, including myself, these clubs are an 
escape from the glitzy self-absorbed preten- 
tiousness that plagues most gay clubs. They 
in a way are a middle ground for anyone and 
everyone who just wants to keep on dancing 
till the early morning and making new and 
different friends in Edmonton. By shutting 
down the afterhours clubs, not only is the city 
taking away a form of 
entertainment from 
responsible adults, but also 
sending a dangerous 
message to people who 
work in the music industry. 
Whether by DJing, operating the stores that 
sell the clothing, or being the people 
responsible for the music, one can't help but 
wonder why the city wants to revitalize the 
downtown core, while excluding the ones 
that frequent it. It's ironic when Edmonton is 
hosting the Juno awards coming up in the 
next while, when it doesn't support the 
industry that the Junos help recognize yearly. 


By making the afterhours clubs the scapegoat 
for all of downtown Edmonton's problems, 
it's only going to make a lot of those 
problems that plague downtown a lot worse. 
It's a very flimsy band-aid solution and is not 
the right thing to do to ensure downtown's 
revitalization. V 


Courtney Love America's Sweetheart

It's been a few years, a massive lawsuit 
against her previous record company, and 
numerous hissy fits including a band 
implosion, since Courtney Love has even 
remotely touched anything in regards to 
music. 1998 was the last time anything was 
heard from Ms. Love, through the polished 
honesty of Hole's Celebrity Skin. After 
numerous delays, her first solo effort tries to 
snare the honesty of her past with Hole, 
while bravely trying to make the musical 
blockbuster that Celebrity Skin wasn't. It's 
almost as if the album title alone is a 
running joke that encapsules everything 
that's happened to her in the past few years. 
Delicious album opener "Mono" finds her 
screaming "God you owe me one more 
song", while the rest of the album in true 
Courtney style is drugs, fame and death all 
wrapped up in a neat little 12 song package. 
While some songs verge on autobiographi- 
cal like "All The Drugs", "Uncool" and 
"Never Gonna Be the Same", some of her 
other songs come across as very inconsis- 
tent.

She's been given a small hand in the 
songwriting process from Elton John 
writing partner Bernie Taupin in addition to 
Linda Perry (former 4 Non Blondes 
frontwoman and Christina Aguliera's hit 
machine). While they don't really add much 
to her message, the one thing that makes this 
album, as with all of her works stand alone 
is her voice.

I share the 

sentiment, and I think we're getting close to 

the critical mass needed to make our own 

queercore blight on Edmonton's cultural 

landscape. 

For some readers, the idea of 'queer punk' or 

‘queercore’ is completely foreign. Queers 

and hets alike have become so used to 

associating gay culture with neo-disco, techno and other club- 
style music that the idea of a fag or a dyke rocking out to music 
that actually involves 

guitars and drums is a 

little shocking. When 

you consider, however, 

the commonalities 

between punk aesthetics 

and queer lives, the idea that some queers adopt punk attitudes 
and music becomes a little less surprising. 

At the core of punk rock is an awareness of the unique 
perspective gained from being forced to the outside of 
‘acceptable’ society. As perpetual outsiders to heterosex- 

ual standards of ‘normal’, queers have more than a few 

things to say about alienation and the power structures 

that define 'inside' and ‘outside’. Bad Religion's "You 

Don't Belong" and Best Revenge's "High School Me" confront 
the experience of being on the outside. But punk and queers go 
beyond an awareness of their outcast sexuality. They take pride 
in being on the outside and use that pride as a source of

strength. This strength through pride is wickedly captured with 

the Skinjobs' lyric: "I am a proud queer, in solidarity with my 

brothers and my sisters all around the ... world. And I will be 
accepted as what I am, not who someone else wants me to be."

So... now you want to start your own journey into the exciting 
world of queer punk. Where should you 
begin? Well, there are the godfathers of 
queercore, Pansy Division. Their music 
tends to be a little on the pop side of punk, 
but their deliciously filthy and explicit lyrics 
make them consistently worth a listen.

It can be difficult tracking down queer punk and 
metal artists, so I suggest finding compilations wherever you 
can. I highly recommend "Stand Up and Fucking Fight For It",

and Fagatron, among 

others. 

Adding even just a few 
of the above bands in your cd collection will get you ready to

GAYS ORGANIZE AT THE U OF A

Happy Birthday Outreach! 


Although it has been in operation since October, Gays and Lesbians on Campus (GLOC), the organization for the U of A students, staff 
and faculty, has built up a large membership and has set out to fulfill many goals. 

“Our organization exists to provide a gay-positive meeting atmosphere for students, staff and faculty,” says Tony, a GLOC organizer and 
founder. “We exist to promote the gay and lesbian lifestyle through education and awareness campaigns and to work with other gay 
positive groups.” 

Tony says most of the activities GLOC has engaged in this year are informational. “We've had an information booth set up in SUB, which 
was very well received. After Reading Week, we will be bringing in speakers (a talk on gays and spirituality is in the works) and we'll 
bring in the NFB in mid-March.” 


GLOC also plans to participate in off-campus events. “We're sending a delegate to the Coming Alive in '85 conference in Vancouver, 
which is sponsored by UBC for campus gay and lesbian groups,” says Tony. “Also, we'll be participating in Gay Pride Week (June 20- 
27).” The group has also worked with the GALA (Gay and Lesbian Awareness) Human Rights committee. 

Tony doubts GLOC will plan to set up a counseling service. “GATE (Gay Alliance Toward Equality) has excellent counseling services, 
so we don't feel the need to set one up ourselves, especially with the limitation of our resources.” 

GLOC will approach the Student's Union Board for operating funds and money to set up a library. “We would carry books and magazines 
like Rites and Body Politic.” 


Tony says if the group were made aware of a case of discrimination against a lesbian or gay man on campus, “we'd refer it to the ombud- 
service. We would support them (those who file complaints but we don't have the skills to counsel them. We might offer educational 
services on discrimination at the same time the ombudservice looks into it.” 

With 75 members, GLOC is welcome by the gay community on campus and it is also getting along with the university administration and 
the SU. “We've been getting really positive response from the SU and we may get ofnice space,” says Tony. “The important thing is to 
remember that GLOC exists to maintain visibility for lesbians and gay men because they are a integral part of the university.” 

“The gays and lesbians on this campus are so invisible. I think the university might be marginally more liberal than the rest of the 
community, but it depends on which part of the university you are talking about. In terms of response from the administration and the SU 
it's been neutral in most cases, positive in some. I don't think we've been singled out.”

I told my 
friends and my family and they all remained in my life. No one told 
me I was wrong or that I was going to go to hell or that s/he 
couldn't associate with me anymore.

Well, to be perfectly honest, I didn't feel a great 
need. I was simply curious as to what sort of people might be there. 


How then did I go from this state of mind to becoming Female Co- 
Chair and to considering the other members of this group to be 
some of my best friends? OUTreach and the people that make up 
this fantastic group have given me something that I didn't even 
know I was missing. For the first time in my life, instead of having 
something that set me apart, that made me different from a group, it 
was that very thing that was bringing us together.

OUTreach is a place and a group of people where I don't 
have to explain certain things about myself, certain things that I 
think or say or do, because these people automatically understand it, 
it is the same for them.

Until I was with a 
group of people where I no longer had to continually put on the 
"socially correct ways," I didn't realize how much effort and energy 
this took. 

So why did I keep going to OUTreach and end up becoming great 
friends with the people there? It was because OUTreach is able to 
bring together not only people who are Queer, but also people who 
are also university students. By bringing together people who are 
both of these things OUTreach offers a unique and vital space, and I 
am very happy that I checked it out.
